THE IMPACT OF GORBACHEV’S REFORMS ON EASTERN EUROPE 


During the past few years, Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev has launched a sweeping series of reforms under the 
slogans of perestroika (restructuring) and glasnost (openness). 
In essence, his initiatives aim to effect democratization and the 
restructuring of economic management with emphasis on the 
autonomy of individual enterprises. Improvements in the private 
sector are to be achieved by encouraging a limited degree of 
private enterprise. The support of the workers is to be gained 
by giving them the right to elect their representatives and 
factory managers and by diverting resources to the domestic 
sector to improve their standard of living. (U) 


The reactions of East European leaders to the Gorbachev 
initiatives have, with the exception of Polish leader General 
Wojciech Jaruzelski, been quite cautious. Some leaders have 


‘argued that they have long since achieved the reforms sought by 


Gorbachev. Whatever their assessment of the Gorbachev program, 
all of the countries of Eastern Europe will be impelled to 
improve their economies, so that their exports to the Soviet 
Union will meet the higher standards now being set by the 
Soviets. Further, the rising political expectations of the 
people of Eastern Europe, which are being stoked by Gorbachev's 
pronouncements, will create additional problems with which the 
leaders of Eastern Europe will be forced to cope. (U)

initiatives have had the greatest positive impact in 
Czechoslovakia.
